“ Mr. President—I am directed to inform the Council that 
seats have been prepared in the Representatives’ Hall for 
their accommodation preparatory to the delivery of the mes 
sage by his Excellency, the Governor. 

On motion of Mr. Rountree, 

The Council proceeded to the Hall of Representatives, when 
the Governor, N. P. Tallmadge, appeared and delivered the 
following message, to wit: 


Fellow Citizens of the Council, 
and House of Representatives: 
You are assembled to legislate for the interests of this greal 
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and growing Territory. I am happy to mect you on this occa- 
sion, and to communicate such views as seem to me proper in 
relation to those interests. In our respective departments we 
have high and responsible duties to perform. Upon you de- 
volves the duty of enacting wise and wholesome laws; upon 
me, that of seeing them faithfully executed. So far as my 
co-operation is required in the enactment of laws, you will find 
inme a disposition to harmonize with your legislative action, 
and to appreciate your patriotic motives. 

In viewing the condition of our Territory we have reason to 
rejoice at the bright prospect that opens before us. We have 
acountry upon which the Almighty has showered his choicest 
blessings and scattered his bounties with a liberal hand.— 
With a soil rich and luxuriant; with every varicty of timber 
and prairie ; with copious supplices of the purest water; with. 
a mighty inland sea on our east, and the “ Father of Rivers,” 


| onour west; with exemption from the burden of a heavy 
! debt and consequent taxation; and above all, with a climate 
of proverbial-salubrity, we possess every advantage that man 


could desire for the promotion of our agricultural, commercial 
and manufacturing interests. 
We have also a people who, for industry, intelligence and 


| perseverance, are unsurpassed by any that have preceeded 


them in felling the trees of the forest or turning the sod of the 
prairie. Their enterprising and adventurous spirits have 
brought them together, not only from every quarter of our 


| own land, but also from countries beyond the sea. Many have 


severed the most endearing ties, abandoned the joyous scenes 
of childhood and of youth, and the hallowed associations of 
riper years, to embark their interests in this western land.— 
May their most sanguine anticipations be more than realized! 
God forbid that jealousies and dissentions should spring up 


| amongst them to mar their concert of action! But, united by 


a sense of common interest and common destiny, may they 
move smoothly onward, in an unobstructed path, to prosperity 


| and greatness. 


In the capacity of representatives you can do much towards 
allaying all jealousies and promoting general harmony.— 
Strict economy in the public expenditures and in the admin- 


‘ 
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istration of the government, and making the burdens of the 
people as light as possible, will contribute much to this end, 
The enterprise of our population is generally great, and their 
means limited. They should not be taxed therefore, beyond 
what the exigencies of the public service require. Ih effecting 
these objects, you shall receive my cordial co-operation, ` 

The action of the Legislature has been invited on divers 
occasions, by my predecessors, to take the necessary steps for 
the formation of a state government. Reasons were assigned 
by them, at large, in favor of such a measure. ‘The question 
was finally submitted to the people, under legislative sanction, 
at the recent election, and they have decided against it. De 
sirous of conforming my action to an ascertained public senti- 
ment, it would not become me, at this time, to renew that re 
commendation. Ido not, however, deem it out of place to 
allude to an act passed by the last Legislature, in relation to 
the qualification of voters for state government, and the elec- 
tion of delegates to form a state constitution. I congratulate 
you on the putting to rest, in this manner, of that important 
question. The adoption, by a decided majority of both branch- 
es of the Legislature, of the enlightened and constitutional 
provisions of that act, will contribute to the harmony of ow 
growing population, and facilitate the organization of a 
sound and wholesome state government, whenever that im- 
portant step shall be deemed necessary. Entire unanimity 
upon any great question of public policy, is not to be expected; 
much Jess upon one affecting so many delicate and valued in- 
terests as the qualification of voters in this Territory. Yet, 
stripping the subject of misapprehension and prejudice, I ap- 
prehend there is much less ground for difference than is gen- 
erally supposed. Ihave no doubt of the right of the Legis- 
lature to pass such a law, as well under the Ordinance of 
1787, as on general principles, where the people, in their pri- 
mary capacity, undertake the organization of a new govern- 
ment. But, without intending to argue the question, I will on- 
ly observe, that having been called, on various occasions, both 
in public and private life, to express and defend the principles 
secured by that law, I cannot now consent to recommend any 
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material modification or change of those principles, without 
doing violence to my own, and to my long cherished senti- 
ments of public policy and constitutional right. 

Intimately related to this question of suffrage, is the sub- 
ject of our naturalization laws. It is one in which many of 
the people of this Territory have a deep interest. It was the 
early policy of the government of the United States, to invite 
to our shores the emigrant from other countries. The time 
within which, and the terms upon which, he was entitled to 
all the privileges of an American citizen, were fixed by the 
patriots of the revolution, were sanctioned by Jefferson, and 
_ have ever since been maintained by those who profess, and 
/ are governed, by his principles. Invited by this policy, a 
| large and respectable portion of the population of this Terri- 
tory have flocked hither from all nations and kindreds and 
| tongues, to become, in the language of the Ordinance of ’87, 
| “mhabitants and settlers;” in this their adopted home. Hith- 
: er they have brought their sturdy arms and their stout hearts: 
| their common stock of means and their common stock of vir- 
| tues, to build up a state, whose honor and prosperity shall be 
| the common blessing of themselves and their children. Stand- 
ing on the broad platform of this policy, and appealing to the 
| guaranties of that Ordinance, they now claim that their laws, 
| their constitution and their government, shall be based upon 
| the “fundamental principles of civil and religious liberty ;” 
| and they maintain that the true practical exhibition of these 
| principles, is, the unrestrained enjoyment of their religious 
| sentiments ; perfect equality in political rights ; and more es- 
| pecially, the common exercise of the right of suffrage. The 
| movement now in progress, in various parts of the Union, to 
extend the period of naturalization to twenty-one years, is cal- 
culated, if successful, materially to abridge the rights, which 
this portion of our population have expected to enjoy. Such 
a measure would be as unjust, as it is impolitic. The repre- 
sentation of your views to Congress, in this regard, would be 
entitled to great weight, and might in some degree, contribute 
to arrest any unwise legislation on this subject. 

The particular wants of the Territory, which may claim 
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your attention, are within your own knowledge, and require 
no suggestions from me. I shall content myself, therefore, 
in referring to some general subjects, and presenting them, as 
briefly as possible, for your consideration. In regard to many 
of these, you can do no more than to memorialize Congress 
for such aid as their merits entitle them to receive, and the 
necessities of the Territory require, 

It has been the policy of the country, and it is in aiota 
with the spirit of our political institutions, to rely on the 
militia for defence on great and sudden emergencies. With 
an extended frontier, and with ditferent tribes of Indians with- 
in our limits, it seems to me that a more efficient organization 
of the militia is necessary for our protection, I would not re- 
commend to alter the present system, so as to make it burden. 
some to the people, but merely render it efficient for the ex- 
igencies that may arise. At present, we have no sufficient re- 
turns of the numerical force of the militia, to enable us to re- 
ceive from the General Government the quota of arms to 
which we should otherwise be entitled. The remedy for the 
evil suggested is left to your better judgment. 

No portion of the Union is more advantageously situated for 
an extended and economical system of internal improvements 
than this Territory; and during its minority, the General Gov- 
ernment ought to make liberal appropriations for that object. 
The same liberality which has been extended to other portions 
of the country, would be sufficient to accomplish all that we 
could desire. These improvements have heretofore been 
brought to the notice of the Legislature by my predecessors, and 
I most cordially recommend them to your consideration. The 
one which in my judgment requires your early attention, is 
the improvement of the navigation of the, Fox and Wisconsin 
rivers. It seems asif nature designed them as a great public 
thoroughfare, and but little effort on the part of man is ne 
cessary to its accomplishment. In this improvement, , great 
national interests are involved; and the General Government 
for its own convenience, in peace and war, ought to undertake 
it without delay. A bill for this purpose passed the Senate of 
the United States, at its last session, by an almost unanimous 
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vote, after the most full and ample discussion of its-merits, but 
was lost in the House of Representatives for want of sufficient 
time toact upon it. Itis to be hoped that it will receive the 
| favorable action of Congress at its present session, 

The interests of the Territory seem imperiously to demand 
the construction of a railroad, or other communication from 
some suitable point on Lake Michigan to the Mississippi river. 
Much difference of opinion seems to exist, as to what it 
shall be, and how it is to be accomplished. There is a gene- 
ral impression that the construction of the Milwaukee and 
Rock River Canal, which was intended to connect those wa- 
ters, is abandoned. It remains to be seen what willbe sub- 
stituted for it. This is a question for your determination.— 
| That something ought to be done, no one can doubt. Iwould 
only add, that if there should be any legislative action on this 
subject, care should be taken that no injustice be done to the 
settlers and occupants of the “canal lands.” 

In this connexion, I invite your attention to the subject of 
roads generally, and to other channels of intercommunication. 
Tam well aware that in a new country, it requires considera- 
ble time to make the roads even passably good. Neverthe- 

less, very much depends on the character of the popula- 
| tion, and still more on a right direction being given to the 
| public mind, whether the importance of having good roads, 
' occupy a large or small ‘share of public attention. The far- 
mer justly regards it as a matter of the highest concern, that 
he should so manage his farm as to enable him to reap abun- 
dant crops. But what are the crops worth beyond the wants 
of his own household, if he have no market for his surplus, 
and how can he havea market, if his distance from the point 
to which it would naturally go, and the condition of the roads 
be such, as to make the price he receives, less than a fair re- 
muneration for his labor? Does this not render his surplus 
valueless, and thus take from him all motive for growing more 
than his own wants require ? 

The Territory, for want of adequate revennes of its own, 
must rely on the general government for means to construct 
the principal channels of intercommunication, whether by 
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rodds or canals. The United States, as the great land propri- 
etor, čan well afford to advance the means required. And the 
favorable action of Congress should be invoked for such ob- 
jects. Portions of the Territory, itis believed, are well adapt- | 
ed to the construction of plank roads. These roads have been - 
in use for a long time in Russia, and have more recently been 
introduced into Canada. It is worthy of consideration, .how 
far they may be profitably constructed through the timbered 
regions of Wisconsin, 

The commerce of Lake Michigan is rapidly increasing.— 
Additional harbors are required for the protection of property 
and the lives of those engaged in its navigation. Appropria- 
tions have been made by Congress for the construction of har- 


bors at Milwaukee, Racine and Seuthport, and will no doubt 


be continued to their completion. There is still along line of 
coast from Milwaukee to Green Bay, where appropriations for 
one or more harbors are required by the most imperious ne- 
cessity; and I trust the necessary steps will be taken to secure 
so desirable an object. 

The subject of the indebtedness of the Territory, is one of 
vital importance to its pecuniary interests, as well as to its 
public character. If the measures heretofore adopted, to as- 
certain its nature and extent, have not proved sufficient, let 
such other and further steps be taken as will effectually ac- 
complish the obj ect. It isnot my purpose, on this occasion, 
to inquire how, or when, or why, the debt, whatever it may 
be, was incurred. The mere fact of its existence should 
make us anxious to ascertain its amount and to devise the 
mode of payment. When the amount is thus ascertained, let 
Congress be asked to do what is just inelation to it, and in 
any event let means be provided for the payment of interest, 
and the speedy liquidation of the principal. Let it not be 
said that this young and thriving’ Territory sanctions, even in 
name, the doctrine of repudiation. Let her meet her engage- 
ments, whether right or wrong; and when in her maturer 
years, she shall want the means to carry out and perfect her 
system of Internal Improvements, she can point with pride 
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and satisfaction to her untarnished public faith, as the sure 
foundation of her public credit. 

The subject of education is one of the most important which 
can be brought to your notice. I mean the education of the 
great mass of the people. It is a subject most worthy of the 

_ attention of the statesman of any country, but pre-eminently 
| so in one like ours, where every adult male is expected to be- 
| come a voter, The proper exercise of the elective franchise 
| is the surest guaranty of the purity and permanency of our re- 
| publican institutions. Of course in a new country, where 
population is sparse, and pecuniary ability small, a very effec- 
| tive system, like that of some of the older states, cannot be 
| immediately expected. Time and means will be necessary 
| to perfect it. Still the subject is one of such paramount im- | 
| portance, as to require that it should be constantly kept before. 
| the people. There is no fear in a matter of such vital inter- 
] est, that too mnch will be done; but, on the contrary, great 
| reason to apprehend, that with our utmost exertions to impress 
| the public mind with the urgent necessity of giving great at- 
| tention to the matter, but little, of the very much required, 
| will be accomplished. Whether any and what further meas- 
| ures are necessary to this object, is rsspectfully submitted to 
| your consideration. 
| There is another subject well worthy of your profoundest 
| attention. It is agriculture—the noblest pursuit ‘of man.— 
This, in Wisconsin, as in other parts of our glorious Union, is 
| to be the great business to which the industry and enterprise 
of four-fifths of our citizens are to be devoted. This single 
view of the matter is enough of itself to show its importance. , 
The tendency, with a portion of the American people, is to un- 
dervalue farming—to regard it as a mere mechanical art, re- 
quiring neither skill, science, or knowledge for its successful 
prosecution—nothing in short, but strong arms and willing 
minds, content to work, without thought, without research, 
without science, and without the light which experience sup- 
plies. The result of all this is, that with some, farming, the 
most ennobling of all pursuits, has come to be regarded as a 
“mere drudgery—a fitting employment for the illiterate, the 
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stolid, and the ignorant, but quite beneath the attention of any 
one oftalentor acquirement. And asa necessary consequence 
it has been deemed indispensable by many who would rise to 
any degree of importance in the community, that they should 
devote themselves to some of the learned professions. Hence 
the professions of law and medicine have been overstocked, 
the business of the merchant overdone, bnt the cultivation of 
the soil sadly neglected. 

To my mind, Wisconsin is to be, of all countries the most 
desirable for farmers. Here, pre-eminently, a small amount 
of capital with care, industry and good management secures 
that priceless boon of man’s destiny, Independence. Here, if 
farmers respect themselves, may be built up an agricultyral 
interest, intelligent, upright, and independent, which shall sur- 
pass even the country gentlemen of England, because here, 
they will not be subordinate to the powerful influence of the 
crown, and the all-pervading sway of an arrogant aristocracy, 
Here tHEY may make the laws and give tone to public opin- 
ion. But tofitthem for that high destiny, farming must be 
regarded as an honorable pursuit. The public must look upon 
it as a liberal calling, inferior to no profession in dignity and 
importance. And here arises the great enquiry. How can 
the people be brought to place a higher entimate upon agri 
culture? This is a topic well worthy the gravest considera- 
tion of statesmen and philanthropists. Agricultural Schools, 
Pattern Farms, and various other suggestions have been made 
for the furtherance of this object, but as yet no successful ex- 
pedient has been adopted. Agricultural Societies, propetly 
organized and well conducted, have undoubtedly accomplished 
much in New York, Massachusetts, and some other portions 
of the Union. But very much yet remains to be performed. 
Less has been done in the way of legislation to advance this 
highest of all interests, than for any other of the great pur- 
suits of the people. With these observations, I submit the 
whole subject to the wisdom of the Representatives of the 
people themselves. 

Possessing as we do, a country of ample dimensions—with 
the greatest facilities for internal improvements, unsurpassed 
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in the fertility.of its soil—unequalled in the salubrity of its 
climate—with a population intelligent, enterprising, industri- 
ous and moral—it is our own fault if we are not a prosperous 
and happy people. With all these advantages, our bosoms 
should swell with emotions of gratitude to the all-wise Dis- 
. penser of human events, that He has here graciously cast our 
lot, and our actions, public and private, should be such, as to 
| ensure a continuance of His blessings.

time, are now pending, and for aught they can perceive, 
are like to be pending for four years to come; and they further 
state that the costs that have already accrued to the county of 
Walworth, in consequence of said suits, amounts to $379 75;

' were ostensibly instituted for the benefit of the whole Terri- 


tory, and consequently the burden of their prosecution should 
be borne alike by the people of the Territory. 
- The expense alluded to in the first of these reasons, and 
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for reimbursement of which the petitioners pray; consists al. 
most entirely of the compensation paid by the county to jue! 
rors for their attendan-e at court during the time consumed by 
the pending in that eonaty of the sulis; and the reason under 
consideration assigned Lr fae petitimers why they should not 
be borne by the county, is based upon the assumption that no 
county aight to inenr the expense or furnish facilities for the 
trial of any other suits than those originally commenced in the 
county. This reason appears to your commiitee extremely 
fallacious, and founded in a mistaken notion of the spirit of 
our laws in furnishing a remedy to suitors in our courts,— 


l 


But the tendency of the argument if it have any force at all 
is, not that the Territory should pay the expenses of the trial 
of cases commenced in one county and removed for trial 
to another, on change of venue, but that the county in which 
they are commenced should pay those eXpenses, so that ac: 
cording to the argument of the petitiuners themselves the ap- 
propriate remedy of the county of Walworth is on the county 
of lowa, where they say those suits were instituted, and not on 
the Territory. 

If the reasons set forth in the petition are sound, and the 
Territory should pay the expense of those suits, as well might 
the county of Walworth have the same claim on individuals 
(who bring civil suits in the county or have suits removed 
there, on d change of venue) for the expense of jurors, &.— 
Your committee, however, are of the opinion that the existing 
provisions of the law are the wisest and most convenient, that 
each county should incur the expenses of the character of 
those under consideration, incurred in the trial of all cases 
tried in their respective counties, without regard to the mans 
ner in which they came there, whether by having originated 
there or been removed there by change of venue. 

To test heaccuracy of this opinion, let us suppose that the 
defendants had been travelling through Walworth county and 
under the provisions of law, that they could be sued in the 
county in which they might be found; the suits had been in- 
stituted against them there, would not the fact that the suits 
Were‘instituted in that county, furnish as strong a reason in 
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support of the claim for remuneration, as the fact that they 
! were removed there by change of venue? It appears to the 
. committee that it would, and that the statement of the ques- 
: tion'refutes the reason of the petitioners, and that neither fact 
furnishes any reason why the Territory should pay the county 
| of Walworth the expenses alluded te. 
The other reason stated by the petitioners in support of the 
claim of the county of Walworth, that the suits were institu- 
l ted for the benefit of the people of the whole Territory, and 
therefore the burdens of their prosecutions should be borne 
alike by all, appears at first blush to have some force in it, but 
it will be seen at once,that the same reasons which would justify 
` the payment of these cxpenses out of the territorial treasury, 
' would justify and necessarily lead to an entire change in our sys- 
tem of defraying the expenses of public prosecution. It may per- 
haps admit of serious argument whether a system providing 
for the payment out of ths treasury of the Territory of the 
expenses of all public prosecutions would not be more just and 
expedient than the existing system, Some States adopt the 
one and. some the other; but it is not within the province of 
the committee to inquire which is the best, or whether any 
change is expedient, but to apply the existing laws and usage 
under them, to the case under consideration. And in making 
: that application, tbey cannot see why the county of Iowa, in 
| which these suits were instituted and remained a long time— 
the county of Milwaukee, to which one of them was removed, 
could not with the same propriety submit a claim for remu- 
neration. The cotmty of Brown, too, in which a suit was for 
several years pending, to vacate the charter of the Bank of 
Wisconsin, could with equal propricty submit asimilar claim. 
Vet stich an idea appears never to have occurred to any of 
these counties; rightly judging, probably, that the Legisla- 
ture would be unable to discover any justice in such claims. 
On the same principle, too, every county in the territory might 
ask to be remunerated for the expenses of criminal prosecu- 
tions in their respective counties; for such prosecutions are not 
instituted for the exclusive bencfit of the county, but to the 
extent that the whole community is interested in the suppres- 
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sion and punishment of vice and crime. Are not the people 
of the whole Territory benefited by criminal prosecutions in 
whatever county they may be instituted? Your committee, 
therefore, cannot recommend any appropriation to the county 
of Walworth, out of the territorial treasury as prayed for in 
the petition of. the supervisors; and they ask to be discharg- 
ed from the further consideration of the subject.

| Wisconsin :—I have the pleasure to state, in answer to your 
, inquiry, by resolution of the 30th inst., that I have received 
| from the government of the United States, thirty-five thousand 
i five hundred and twenty-five dollars, Seventeen thousand two 
hundred and seventy-five dollars of this amount, was by a 
draft upon Detroit, which was cashed by Mr. A. Mitchell, 
Secretary of the Milwaukee Marine and Fire Insurance Com- 
tany. 

| The manner in which this sum has been disbursed, will be 
‘seen by reference to a report made by me in compliance with 
Fa resolution to your honorable body on the 11th inst. Also, 
‘the further sum of seventeen thousand two hundred and fifty 
iby a draft upon New York; thirteen thousand two hundred 
fand fifty dollars of which was cashed by the said Mitchell in 
Ispecie, and the balance, (four thousand dollars) im notes of the 


17 
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Exchange Bank of Connecticut. All the foregoing sums have 
been obtained as above stated, without any expense to -the 
Territory. 

I last summer visited Washington, for the purpose of ob- 
taining some settlement of the arrearage claims due the Ter- 
ritory; and after a long and minute examination of these, I 
was then, and have since been assured by the Treasury De- 
partment, that they would soon remit me the amount due the 
people of the Territory under the act of Congress 29th Au- 
gust, 1842, and that they would accompany the same with in- 
structions relative to the disbursement thereof.

In relation to the validity of the act of a former Legislatu 
repealing the charter of said Bank, the cu:nmittee have arrived 
at their conclusion from the plain import of said act, together 
with certain acts of Congress bearing upon the matter, anif 
the admitted facts of the case. 

The act to incorporate the stockholders of the Bank of Milf 
waukee, was approved November 30ta, 1559. By the 22m 
section of that act, “if-said corporation shal fail to go inv}

operation, or shall abuse or misuse their ee deges, under thi} 
charter, it shall be in the power of the Legislative Assembh} 
of this Territory, at any time, to anau}, verate, and make volf 
the charter.” This is not an absolute but a conditional righ 
of repeal, and it is gravely doubted whether the Legislatur | 
can legally act in the premises, nutil the facts or breaches e: 
the charter on which the right of repeal is contingent han 
been judicially ascertained. 


It seems to be well settled, that a bank charter isa contrac} 
between the government and the corporators, and that ass 
general principle, the former has nota right of repeal unless 
it be expressly and absolutely reserved, and that even judicial 
ly such charter cannot be forfeited in a eclatteral issue, Lull 
only in a direct suit, instituted fur the purpuse, in which the| 
corporation can have the right to be heard. The conditior}| 
contained in the section referred to, is a part of the contracti 
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and is as much the property of the corporators as of the gov- 
ernment. It cannot therefore work a forfeiture of the char- 
ter except in a judicial manner, when the corporators can have 
an opportunity to defend. f 

In this point of view, the committee are inclined to the 
opinion that the section above cited, is only declaratory of the 
principles of the law referred ta, which are presumed to be 
well settled, 

But, it is not deemed necessary to dwell upon this view of 
the subject, as the conclusions of the committee have been 
drawn from.other and more important considerations. By a 
law of the United States, approved July 1, 1836, entitled, ‘an 
act to disapprove and annul certain acts of the Territorial Le- 
gislature of Florida, and for other purposes,’ it is provided 
that ‘noact of the Territorial Legislature of any of the Ter- 


- ritories of the United States, iucorpurating any bank or any 


institution with banking powers, or privileges, hereafter to be 
passed, shall have’any force or cifect whatever until approved 
and confirmed by Congress.’ 

It is apparent, then, that the act of the Legislature incorpora- 
ting this bank, had of itself no power or efficiency, and could 
have none exéept such as should be given to it by the action 
of Congress. 

By reference to an act of Congress, approved March 3rd, 
1837, entitled ‘an act to give the approval and confirmation 
of Congress to three several acts of the Legislative Assembly 
of the Ter ritory of Wisconsin, incorporating banks,’ it will be 
perceived that the cuarter cf this bank was approved, subject 
to important limitations aud conditions which affect the whole 
tenor of said charter. 

By that act, the bank was prohibited A issuing bills for 
circulation until one-half uf its capital should be actually 
paid in. And to enable it to comply with this provision, 
it was authorized to increase the amount of the installments 
that might be called. it was prohibited from increasing its 
capital without the consent of Congress. The amount of in- 
debtedness which it might at any time contract, was materi- 
ally limited. The time of commencing banking was limited 
to the first day of January then next, and it was provided that 
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the charter of any bank failing to comply with this limitation, 
should be void and of no effect. Then follows this provision: 
‘And the acceptance of said acts of incorporation by the grant- 
ees or stockholders respectively, shall be deemed and taken as | 
acceptances, subject to the conditions and limitations herein 
prescribed, and any infringement upon, or violation of the pro- 
visions and requirements of this act, or of the limitations and 
restrictions therein contained on the part of either of the said 
institutions, shall forfeit its charter, and put an end to its cor- 
porate powers and privileges.’ 

By this act alone was the Bank of Milwaukee created, and 
by this act it became a law of the United States. 

It is admitted that this act was accepted by the stockhold- 

ers, subject to this law.” It became then a contract between 
the government of the United States and the corporators which 
could only be determined by its terms. — 
. In this point of view it is difficult to perceive by what pre- 
text of right or authority the Legistature of this Territory can 
annul or interfere with said charter. The 22d section above 
referred to, if not virtually repealec, is at all events subject to 
the act of Congress. 


By that law, certain acts or rather omissions of the bank are 
declared to work a forfeiture of its charter, ard that forfeiture 
can only be ascertained according to law by a proper judiciul 
action. But let us suppose the 22d section of the territorial 
act to still remain in force. It is not pretended that the bank 
“ has abused or misused its privileges.” It did but little busi- 
ness and it never issued a bill of its own. The ground relied 
upon is that it failed to go into operation within the time lim- 
ited and according to its charter. ; 


This is distinctly set forth in the preamble of the act of 
March 11th, 1839, purporting to repeal said charter as the 
ground on which such act was passed. Now, the clause of the 
22d section above cited, relating to the failure of the bank to 
go into operation, is, of course, subject to the provision on that | 
subject contained in the act of Congress, and in that act the 
first day of January then next, is the time limited for that pur- 
pose, and a failure to go into operation within that time, does 
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what? Not authorize the Legislature to repeal, but works a 
forfeiture of said charter. For that ground, therefore, there 
does not seem a pretence of right for the Legislature to inter- 
fere. But the committee will go further. Suppose the Le- 
_ gislature had the right to repeal the charter in case the bank 
failed to go into overation within the time limited in the act of 
Congress? By an examination of the books of the bank which 
have been offered to your committee for inspection, and by 
other undoubted evidence, it appears that the stock of the bank 
_was taken and that it did actually commence banking busi- 
, hess within said time, by receiving deposites, and by discount- 
' ing in the usual manner about $5,000 to the citizens of the 
town of Milwaukee. 

It appears from the books of said bank and otherwise, that 
| the stock of the bank is in the hands or subject to the control 
| of Messrs. Joseph and Lindsey Ward, and that they have en- 
, tered into a contract to convey the same to the Wisconsin Ma- 
rine and Fire Insurance Company, provided the validity of 
| the charter shall be established beyond a question, by the 
courts pr the Legislature. 

It also appears from a correspondence between your com- 
mittee and Alexander Mitchell, Esq., (submitted with this re- 
port) that in case the bank should pass into the hands of the 
Insurance Company in the manner proposed, the latter com- 
pany would be willing to surrender to the Territory any ob- 
jectionable provisions of its charter. 

No enlightened statesman or politician can be found at this 
time, who denies that banking is one of the necessary means 
of trade and commerce. 

lf we could confine our trade to the limits of one town or 
county, there would be no necessity for bills of exchange, and 
money of any kind would be little needed. 

But a commercial community is necessarily affected by the 
| operation of its neighbors. These operations force upon us a 
mixed currency. Shall we have that currency based upon the 
precious metals, convertable into coin at the option of the 
| holders, and the institution issuing it, liable to, and under the 
control of the judicial and Legislative branches of our govern- 
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ment, or shall we have a currency brought from abroad by the 
agencies of foreign institutions and only redeemable at the 
mother bank, at a distance from us, and liable to fluctuations 
and panies, destructive of the best interest of trade, and most 
melancholy_in their effect upon the people who are the least 
able to bear the loss—the laborer and producer ? 
_ The history of some of our neighboring towns for the past | 
year, is instructive upon this subject. Chicago, with her ex- | 
tensive trade, has had no home institution to endorse or sustain f 
her circulating medium. Agencies of foreign banks, and pri- 
vate bankers have swarmed in that city—a circulation has 
béen obtained for foreign bank notes—these notes not redeem- 
able at the offices which put them in circulation, are subject 
.to depreciation by the first breath of suspicion, and the com- 
munity have suffered all the evils of an unstable currency. | 
These evils we believe wili be averted in our community by | 
the establishment of a sound banking institution. 
The history of banking in our Territory should teach us | 
that in making legislative provisions for an institution of this | 
kind all the circumstances of the case should be most careful- ! 
ly scrutinized, and every safeguard adopted for the protection 
of the people against the possibility of a loss. 
If the men applying for the meaaure have not the confi- | 
dence of the public—if they have not for a series of years ful- į 
filled their engagements and established a character for in- 
tegrity and ability to manage such an institution, they can- | 
not with any probability of success ask this action at the 
hands of the Legislature. In addition to this character for | 
integrity and honor, so essential to the success of a banking i 
institution, the Legislature should be satisfied of the pecunia- | 
ry responsibility of those who are to take the stock, and own 
the institution; upon these points, your committee have satis- 
fied themselves. They do not regard the proposed measure 
in the light of anew bank to go into the hands of unknown | 
persons. They do not believe that the west, and our Territo- 
ry in particular, possesses the necessary surplus capital to war- 
rant the business of legitimate and honest banking. But itis 
known throughout the country that the Insurance Company 
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possesses a large actual cash capital, which seeks to be inves- 
ted in the legitimate business of banking, and the integrity 
with which its affairs has been managed for several years, has 
overcome a strong opposition, and obtained for it the confidence 
of the public. 

The certainty of capital, and the certainty of integrity, your 
committee regard as the safest foundation of a bank, and would 
confide in them more strongly than in any restraints of law 
that legislative wisdom can devise. The committee, therefore, 
would regard this measure as one, in the first place, to remove 
an invalid law from our statute book, and in the second place, 
io place a legal institution, which possibly may go into bad hands, 
into the hands of men of capital and integrity. While in the 
third place, the surrender of the objectionable features of the 
Insurance Company’s charter, can be obtained peaceably and 
without expensé tothe Territory. 

The committee herewith submit a bill in accordance with 
the views hereinbefore contained, and recommend the same’ 
for adoption by the Council.

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The committee on Roads, to whom was referred so much 
i of the Governor's Message a» relates to roads, and al~o the pe- 
tition of citizens of Racine county, for the incorporation ofa 
company to construct a turnpike or plank read from South- 
port to Beloit, respectfully 


Report : 


That few subjects of legislation are of greater importance 
to a political community than that of roads, The state of 
these has in all nations been the index of civilization and com- 
merce. Witness, for instance, the trail of the savage; the 
mule paths of the semi-barbarous South American; the al- 
most impassable cart trachs of Spain; and the broad and 
firm highways of Great Britain and France. In the point of 
necessity, good roads are second only to habitations, and ne- 
cessary food and clothing ; and in point of national prosperity 
and greatness, they rank next to moral and intellectual educa- 
tion. They have been regarded of the highest importance by 
statesmen in every civilized and commercial nation ; and of- 
ten have they devoted to them their personal supervision, Ht 
was by means of her great roads, which radiated froin the 
capitol to the frontiers of the empire, that Rome diffused the 
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arts and civilization to her distant barbarous provinces; and 


the remains of some of these great works which have with. | 
stood the tooth of time, and the wear and tear of nations for || 
nearly eighteen centuries, are among the proudest monuments [| 


which remain of that great people. 


In our own country, the art of roadmaking has not received : 
that attention which its meritsdemand. While great improv- F 


ments have been made in other kinds of public works, and 


there has been a rapid: advancement in the science of civil: 


engineering, little or no improvement has been made in the 


construction of common roads. Two ruts for the wheels andly 
a path for the team are too commonly the only claims they}! 


have to be denominated roads; and why is this? Certainly 


not because the importance of good roads is not felt and ac |g 
knowledged. Ask any intelligent man who has reflected on 
the subject, and he will tell you that they encourage agricul- ii 


ture and increase its products, by bringing as it were, a ready 
market to every man’s door; that they facilitate commerce, 


save time and expense, the labor of animals, and the wear 


and breakage of carriages ; that they do away with prejudices 
and peculiarities in a state by encouraging frequent inter- 


course, produce uniformity of thought, feelings and interests, 


diffuse refinement in manners, and by their equalizing and 
harmonizing effects, bind neighborhoods and towns, and the 
whole state together more powerfully than any other cause 
whatever. Why, then, we ask, when these are the acknowl. 
edged effects of roads, are they so much neglected ? It is not 
because there is not usually a sufficient tax imposed for their 
construction and repair, for this is frequently onerous. But 


the real difficulty, as your committee believe, lies in the road} ` 


system itself. Let us briefly look at its practical operation: 
Frst, we have almost as many roads laid out, at much expense 
of time and money, as there are farms and interests to be ac- 
commodated. In the next place, few of these are worked; 
and such as are worked, are only partially so; and in such a 
slight and unskilful a manner that the labor is frequently 
thrown away, to say nothing of the partiality which too fre- 
quently dictates its application. Andthen, with what spirit is 
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ithe work performed? Of all inefficient and unprofitable la- 
| bor, if it deserves that name, road work is the most so. It is 
| as great a burlesque on American industry and enterprise as 
| our militia trainings are on American courage and prowess. 
| Men have to be urged to itas toa task, which they lazily com- - 
| mence at the eleventh hour and quit at the first convenient 
| opportunity. Again we ask, why is this? It is for the same 
i reason that slave labor is not more than one third as produc- 
| tive as free labor. Man must have a sufficient motive, a direct 
| individual and palpable interest to call forth exertion. This he 
q bes not under the present road system; and hence we con- 
| ceive itis radically defective. These remarks avply with 
| more or less force, so far as your committee are aware, to the 
road system adopted in all the states as well as in our own 

Territory. And wedded to it as we are by long practice and 

general usage, it is doubtful whether we can be induced to 
| yield it for a better. But it is desirable for Wisconsin, now 

jin the infancy of her institutions, so to frame her laws on this 
| subject as shall be consonant with the dictates of enlightened 
‘reason and experience. The limits of this report will not al- 
i low the committee to go into detail on this subject ; they can, 
| therefore, only glance at the leading features of the system 
| they would recommend: And the first is to levy a tax in mo- 
į ney Instead of statute labor. 
| We know that many objections would be raised to this; but 
| we believe such a course would not cost the public half what 
lit now does, and our roads would be vastly better. 
| Second. To place the construction and repair of all roads in 
{the hands of some supervisory power that shall act generally 
‘| and equally throughout the whole county. 
‘| Third. Let each county be divided into large districts and 
placed under the charge of a superintendent with a fixed sala- 
ry whose duty it shall be to construct and repair all the roads 
in his district. 

Without stopping to enlarge, the committee would merely 
state that this system has been adopted in Scotland with the 
most complete success ; whereas, under the old system of stat- 

ute labor the roads in that country, fifty years ago, were little 
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more than foot paths, and in the worst possible state—the: 
have now become, under the new system above recommended! 
the best in Europe. | 

The committee will now come to that which more immedif 
ately claims their attention. The incorporation of 2 compar 
to construct a turnpike or plank road from Sonthport to Beloif 
And as this is the first application of the kind which has beef 
made in this Territory, and if successful, will doubtless | 
succeeded by others, we deem it proper to remark somewhif 
at length upon this snbject. It is pretty generally concedef 
that the construction of railroads and canals in our T erritong 
cannot, or ought not to be undertaken for several ycarsto comf’ 
But we need good channels cf inland communication imm 
diately. When we look at our surplus agricultural prodigy 
tions, the wealth of our forests and our mines; when we cog 
sider the fertility of our soil, the facilities we enjoy for inlay 
navigation, and the tide of population which is setting in uni 
us, we feel that something should be done on this subject, auf 
that speedily. Nature has destined us fora great agricul 
ral and commercial people; let us fullil our destiny as best w 
may. And to begin at the foundation, we must first la 
good main thoroughfares leading from our navigable watey 
to the interior. The least objectionable, and perhaps the on} 
practicable ones at the present time, are turnpike or pla 
roads. These will never be constructed under the prese: 
road system, by the districts through which they pass, ort 
individual contributions, to say nothing of the unequal a 
unjust burden of such a measure, if it could be thus accor 
plished. The only alternative, then, is to charter compaut 
to construct good and permanent roads, and authorize them: 
collect tolls. The turnpike system has been very general 
adopted, and with manifest benefit, both in this country at 
Great Britain. This system is based on the equitable prix 
ple that commerce shall defray its own expenses, or that thos 
who use the roads shall pay for them. It removes from pa 
ticular districts the unequal burden of maintaining alone th 
great travelled roads, and supports them by an equitable ta 
on all benefitted. Incorporations for this object are not obnut 
ious to most of the objections so justly urged against monic 
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land manufacturing corporations. ‘Turnpikes are a common 
benefit to be used and enjoyed by all; they are fixed capital, 
which cannot be embezzled or squandered, orremoved. The 
company may become bankrupt or dissolved, but their capital, 
ihe road, remaids for the use of the public. But these, like 
all other incorporations, enjoying exclusive privileges, should 
be carefully guarded. First, they should be properly construct- 
ied and of sufficient length to benefit the public before tolls 
jac collectable. Second: the tolls should be proportioned to 
ithe expenditure, and the benefit. Third, they should not be 
suffered fo be levied when a turnpike is not in good repair; 
land the company should be liable for any damage sustained by 
{defect i in their road; fourth, the public should be protected 
dane! imposition by improper delays or otherwise. And fifth, 
? such incorporations should be liable to inspection and Legisla- 
@tivecontrol. In drafting the bill for incorporating the South- 
port and Beloit Road Company, which the committee here- 
avith respectfully submit, they have embraced all these provi- 
{sions and others of less importance, so that the rights of com- 
munity should be effectually guarded. 
The construction of a firm and durable road between the 
{points above named, which would afford easy access to market 
jat all seasons, is greatly needed; extending as it would, 
{from Lake Michigan to Rock river, near the mouth of the 
iPecatonicka, and for more than sixty miles through the most 
glighly cultivated and densely settled portions of the Territo- 
ty, and contiguous to our southern boundary, it would furnish 
{a convenient outlet for the large wheat crops of southern Wis- 
dconsin and northern Ilinois; for a portion of the lead from 
i the mineral region, and afford a channel by which large quan- 
{ities of goods and lumber would reach the interior. For at 
east one-fourth of the ycar, the road between the above points 
His impassible by loaded teams; and for another fourth a team 
4{cannot transport over it more than one-half of an ordinary load. 
44 Your committee need not enlarge upon the great loss and in- 
convenience to which this subjects a large community. They 
Hare obvious to any mind on the least reflection. How shal; 
Wthis evil be remedied? We answer, by incorporating a com- 
Hpany to construct a suitable road, and not otherwise. This 
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we believe, under proper restrictions, would be a highly bene. 
ficial and popular measure. Not to dwell in general terms 
on its advantages, let us submit the proposition to the test of 
facts and figures. Suppose a plank road were constructed on 
the above route, and such a road is contemplated to be made 
eventually by the bill introduced, and a farmer living 30 miles 
out, wishing to carry a load to and from the Lake: as the 
roads now are, an ordinary load for two horses is 1500 Ibs., 
and the time usually consumed going and returning, is three 
days; but ona plank road, he would more easily pass over 
the same distance in two days with 3000 lbs. The account 
would then stand thus:

Thus we find an amount gained by one man in two days, 
of $6 30, by the construction of a plank road. Suppose the 
average amount of travel on the road per day, is fifty loaded 
teams each way, for 300 days in the year, and there is saved 
each day to the public, $315, and during the year, $94,500. 


But even supposing only one half this amount were saved, isf 
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jt not worthy the attention’ of the legislator and the political 
economist? In the above estimate, it will be perceived, we 
have not alluded to what would be saved by a plank road, in 
the wear and breakage of wagons, the wearing out of horses, 
the benefit to farmers in being able to avail themselves of a 
ready market for their surplus produce at all seasons, ard to 
the community at large, in the facility afforded in communica- 
ting with important business and commercial points at all 
times; considerations which of themselves furnish an argu- 
ment in favor of the bill introduced, of prepondering weight. 
If an ordinary turnpike were constructed on the above route, 
the advantages derived from it, would not be so great, although 
they would be manifest and decided, and sufficient to warrant 


its construction. 
As the committee give a decided preference to plank roads 


over common turnpikes, or even over McAdamized roads for 
the present in this Territory, they will briefly proceed to state 
their reasons for such preference. 

~ The original cost of a properly constructed McAdamized road 
isfar greater thana plank road, &nd fully equal to arailroad. ‘If 
not properly constructed, itis not sodurable as a plank road, is 
more frequently out of repair, and the ease of draught on a plank 
road is fully equal to that on the best McAdamized road in dry 
weather,and far superior in wet ‘veather. Besides,from the scar- 
city of stone in most of the eastern portions of the Territory, a 
firm and durable road could not be constructed without an out- 
lay of money, which no anticipated revenue arising therefrom 
would reasonably justify. On the other hand, a plank road 
can be made at a comparatively moderate expense. The cost 
of keeping it in repair will be Iess than that of a turnpike, and 
it is believed that for a series of years the cost of construc: 
tion and repairs of these two kinds of roads would be nearly 
equal. But when we look at the advantages which the form- 
er possesses over the latter, we cannot hesitate which to rec- 
ommend, even though the cost were double. Turnpiles, as 
usually made in this country, partake in a degree of the de- 
fects of common roads, Being constructed of the natural 
surface of the ground, or a’ prepared surface of gravel, they 
have not a sufficient foundation, hardness or strength to resist

the impression of heavy loads, nor the action of rains and 
frosts. Hence they are frequently out of repair and at certain f 
seasons of the year, almost impassable. Toremedy these de- f 
fects, they should have a foundation of rough stonepavement, f 
or of successive layers of broken stone, well compacted, which $ 
would occasion too great an expense in a new country. But | 
a plank road, for the cost of its construction, combines more f 
of the qualities essential to a good road—firmness, evenness f 
of surface and durability, than any other, It is unaffected by 
frosts and rains, affords great ease of draught, is not liable to 
rut, and is alike good at all seasons, and in all kinds of weath- 
er. The great advantage of giving to a road not only smooth. f 
ness, hut hardness and strength equal to the pressure it has 
to sustain, is not generally appreciated. The consumption of 
the motive power by friction, on the best constructed gravel 
roads, arising from a soft or elastic surface, is far greater than 
is usually imagined. The following table will show the force 
of traction on different kinds of roads, as ascertained by ex- 
periments made with the road indicator, a machine invented 
and used in England for that purpose, the accuracy of which, 
says Mr. Parnell in his treaties on roads, may be relied upon 
in consequence of the experiments made with it, having been 
carefully examined by several very eminent civil engineers. 
“The general results, when a wagon weighing 21 cwt. was 
used on different sorts of roads, are as follows: 
1. On a well made pavement the draught is, 23 pounds, 
2. On a broken stone surface or old flint road, 65§ “ 
3. On a gravel road, 147 “ 


4. On a broken stone road upon a rough pave- 
ment foundation, 46 
5. On a broken stone surface, upon a bottoming 


of concrete formed of Parker’s cement and 
gravel, 46 “ 


By like experiments where a timber surface was compared 
with others, it was found equal in affording ease of draught 
to a stone pavement.’ From all which, it may be fairly infer 
red, that a surface of plank would be at least equal to the 
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above experiment No. 2, on a broken stone surface without a 
pavement foundation, or an ordinary McAdamized road. 

But to show the great superiority of plank roads in wet 
weather, by which they are unaffected, over most other kinds 
of roads, we quote from the same treaties, the following table, 
which was taken on careful experiment, and shows the rela- 
tive force required to draw a carriage on different conditions : 


Force. 
On a paved road, ' 2 
On a well made broken stone road in a dry clean state, 5 
. On a well made broken stone road covered with dust, 8 
: On a well made broken stone road wet and muddy, 10 
Ona gravel or flint road in a dry clean state, 13

| Owing to the scarcity of stone'and the porous and elastic 
nature of the soil, in the eastern portion of our Territory, it 
| would seem that plank roads, on mature consideration, would 
“havea preference there to allothers. They have been recent- 
| ly adopted with success in Canada, and are about to be intro- 
| duced into the State of Illinois. The average cost per mile, 
| of a plank road extending from Chicago to Rockford, as esti- 
' mated by Mr. Talcott, in a communication to a committee of 
gentlemen of the former place, would be $3,680. And your 
' committee see no reason why a similar road could not be con- 
structed as cheap on the route proposed in the reported bill, as 
| between the places just named. The cost per mile, of a com- 
‘mon turnpike, would not probably be much more than one- 
' third that amount; but the annual repairs would be far great- 
er, 

| The committee, in the bill which they herewith report, haye 
| fixed two rates of tolls; one for a plank, the other for a turn- 
| pike road, and the ratio is, as near as may be, as 12 for the 
| latter, to 18 for the former. They have made this distinction 
li in favor of a plank road, not only on account of its greater ex- 
| pense, but to encourage its early construction, as your commit- 
| tee believe the public would gain much by such construction 
even though they paid double the tolls required on an ordinary 


| turn pike. 
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Whether the tolls as proposed in the bill, will afford suff. 
cient returns on the capital which may be invested, cannot be 
ascertained with accuracy without actual experiment. It is 
believed, however, from the estimates made by the committee 
from the best data within their reach, that the tolls as propos- 
ed approximate as nearly as may be to a correct standard. 

To incorporate all the provisions deemed essential to the 
perfection of the bill, the committee have been under the ne- 
cessity of introducing numerous sections, which gives to it the 
appearance of too great prolixity. Some, perhaps, are not es- 
sential, and were introduced only for greater caution; these, 
of course, can be stricken out. But it is believed the main 
features of the bill are correct. To avoid the repetition of 
general provisions in each charter of the kind, which may 
hereafter be granted, it is desirable that a general law be pass- 
passed, applicable to all like incorporations. 

This report having already far exceeded the limits original.

- Report: 


That the subject of a rail road across the Territory from 
Lake Michigan to the Mississippi river has long been in con- 
templation by the people, and its accomplishment much desi- 
red. The adaptation of the country through which the road 
would pass, to a work of the kind is generally acknowledged, 


; yet for the want of a survey and estimate of the cost of such 


an improvement, by competent surveyors and engineers, your 
‘committee are unable to say what such a work would cost. 
The practicability of the route has never to the knowledge of 
the committee been questioned and but little time has been 
spent in examining that branch of the subject. Tere will be, 
and probably at no distant period, a great thoroughfare across 
the Territory, from some point on the Mississippi river to a 
point on Lake Michigan, which will receive the travel and 
transportation of merchandizé of the principal portion of all 
the country bordering on and west of the Mississippi river, in 
going to and returning from the Atlantic cities. 

This route has already received the attention of southern 
travellers, and during the past season a large portion of the 
passengers crossing the country were from the southern states, 
and but for the condition of our roads which are nearly impas- 
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sable on some parts of the present traveled stage routes in the 
fall and spring seasons of the year this would now be a prin 
cipal thoroughfare from the south and west to the eastem 
country. Should this southern travel continue to increase as 
much as it is expected it will, it would very much hasten the 
time when the work could be constructed, as rail roads are in 
a great measure dependent upon passengers for support, yet 
your committee would not be understood as placing the entire 
reliance for support of a rail road upon passengers, when itis 
well known that an immense carrying business would be done

upon a rail road. The products of the soil, produced in this . 


Territory, the young state of lowa, and many other of the states 
bordering on the Mississippi, would find its way to the easten 
markets by this route. Supposing that this rail road could. 
carry freight about upon the same terms that other rail roads 
in the United States are authorized by their charters to charge, 
iz: from one to two cents per mile per ton, the lead and pro. 
duce of the west would comprise a very considerable share af 
the business of the road. , 
The committee are not willing to hazard an opinion, as to 


whether an investment in stock in a rail road would now be 


made profitable. The only question about which there exists 
doubts in the minds of your committee is as to the most favor: 
able time to take the necessary action toaccomplish so desira 
ble an object to the whole country. 


Your committee do not deem it expedient to grant a char 
ter for a railroad until it is quite certain that the stock would 
be taken and the work actively prosecuted, and any hasty ac 
tion might only serve to procrastinate the time when so desit- 
able a work should:be accomplished. 


Capitalists have not fully regained the confidence in west 
ern investments, which they lost in days of high speculation | 
gone by, when the whole country was engaged in visionary | 
schemes and useless public works, hence we fear this import- | 
ant, useful, and much to be desired work, would not receive] 
that attention from capitalists, that its merits demand. 

The committee have not been able to gain any information | 
which would render it even probable that any considerable | 
portion of the stock necessary to construct such a work could

‘Those who have petitioned for the new county,reside princi- 
pally at Watertown and its vicinity, upon the extreme north line 
of the county; hence they are put to inconvenience and expense 
intravelling to Jefferson, adistance of some sixteen miles, to do 
their county business. It would therefore bean object to them 
to get a county seat located at Watertown, in the midst of the 
petitioners. It is not improbable that the petitioners have been 
influenced to make their application by the advantages which- 
in their opinion would be bestowed on the flourishing village 
of Watertown by the location of a county seat. Erroneous 
opinion prevails to some extent in estimating the advantages 
to be derived to a village from, being made a seat of justice. 
They are but few, and can do but little to build up and support 
atown, Watertown is already a thriving village, fast being 
improved and settled, and the day is not distant when it will 
be one of our largest inland towns. 

The committee would be pleased to recommend that the 
prayer of the petition be granted, but they cannot do so with- 
out doing injustice to a large portion of the citizens of both 
Jefferson and Dodge. The divisions of counties and the lo- 
cation of county seats, are always difficult subjects upon which 
tolegislate. Some from necessity must be dissatisfied,as they 
are thrown upon the extreme edge or corner of a county, and 
far from the county seat. The Legislature ought to discour- 
age these frequent applications to break up and alter long es- 
tablished boundaries. They therefore ask to be discharged 
from the further consideration of the subject.

Territory, or the Secretary of the Treasury of the United 
States. That said Knapp, as such agent, did borrow and pay 
as aforesaid, $19,269 38 prior to the 15th of August, 1840, 
which amount he drew in repayment on the 28th of October, 
1840, directly from the Treasury of the United States. That 
at the time said Slaughter negotiated or deposited said draft 
with said Knapp, he did so in consideration that he should ob- 
tain a loan of $20,000 for the payment of the expenses of the

That at the time of said negotiation, the Bank of Mineral 
Point of which said Knapp was Cashier, was in good credit, 
and the committee are of the opinion thatin making the same, 
the said Slaughter acted as Secretary of the Territory, in 
good faith, and as he believed for the best interests both of 
the Territory and the United States.

The discharge of public representative 
uties in a manner satisfactory to the constituents, must ne- 
ssarily give to the representative great pleasure, but I am 
evertheless of the opinion that he who partakes the most 
tgely the pleasures of domestic life and the sociabilities of 
e fireside home, pursues a course best calculated to make 
e path of life a path of pleasure and of happiness. 

So far as any allusion has been made by me, of painful re- 
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flections connected with our separation, I must be understood 
as referring to the fact that we have not upon all occasions 
been able to agree, in the passage of bills in which individu 
al members felt a deep interest, and that we have not alway: 
been able to agree with the House of Representatives in rela, 
tion to important measures before the Legislature. Of the 
latter class, the most prominent is the bill commonly calleé 
the “ Canal Bill” which, although it is to be hoped will con 
fer some benefits upon the settlers upon the canal lands, a 
passed, yet in my humble judgment, although the best fa 
their interests that could have been passed through both hous 
at the present session, is not what they hada just right t 
expect at the hands of the Legislature; but if followed u 
wita suitable action by Congress, will yet give them all th 
relief they desire, Jt is also painful for me to know that w 
are now to part; that the agreeable associations and intima 
cies which we have here formed, are now about to be sever 
ed, and that we perhaps may never again all have the ple 
ure of meeting together; that the various destinies of li 
may be such as a twelve-month hence, to sever us far, fat fro 
each other. And again, a reflection that we ought always: 
bear in mind, before the next ineeting of this body, some 
us whose hopes of a long life are apparently as bright as ani 
may be called to “ that bourne from whence no traveller 
turns,” 

I cannot part with you, gentlemen, without returning to y 
my warmest thanks for the kind aid and indulgence you ha 
always shown yourselves disposed to extend to the chair, a 
the disposition you have uniformly shown to maintain thee 
der and dignity, and to observe the rules of this house; 2 
I shall always receive’ your kindness in electing me, as yo 
presiding officer, and in sustaining me in my attempts to di 
charge the duties of the station, with no other feelings t 
those of the warmest gratitude. Gentlemen, farewell. M
